a bold order in a hose space- (not necessarily a home SC). If 
such a unit ia attacked in the Spring following the Winter in which 
It was built, (assuming it has a hold order)* it defends at full 
strength. (Any 1/2-strength unit can be "rebuilt") 

9. Any unit that occupies a nan— SC in a Winter turn become ■ a 1/2- 
strength unit (a 1/2-strength unit la eliminated) unless it La 
adjacent to a controlled SC or to a friendly unit which is 
adjacent to a controlled SC or adjacent to another friendly 
unit* and so on until a controlled SC is reached through a 
chain of friendly units (although the SC itself nay be 
unoccupied, as long as it is controlled).
